The Romulus School Dis¬ 
trict was victimized by one of 
the longest distance bomb 
scares in history last month, 
when it was revealed last week 
the threatening call came from 
Alabama. 

Romulus Detective Lt. 
David Early revealed last Fri¬ 
day that Alabama State Fire 
Marshall Investigator Mike 
Haynes contacted the Ro¬ 
mulus Detective Bureau on 
May 10 and revealed they had 
arrested a 16-year- old former 
Romulus resident for making 
two bomb threats in Alabama. 

The former Romulus High 
School student had reportedly 
quit school late last year and 
moved to live with his grand¬ 
mother in Alabama. 

His mother still lives in Ro¬ 
mulus. 

The youth reportedly called 
Romulus High on April 30 
early in the afternoon and 
forced the evacuation of the 
school. 

An afternoon baseball game 
was cancelled since many of 
the players had left their 
sports equipment in school 
and were not allowed back in 
the building during the bomb

search that afternoon. 

Charges are now pending in 
both Alabama and Wayne 
County against the youth. Such 
phoned threats carry four-year 
terms in Michigan, Early said. 

Since he also is involved 
with an interstate communica¬ 
tion charge, the teenager could 
also face federal charges. 

Assistant Romulus School 
Superintendent Joel Carr reit¬ 
erated that the school district 
will press its actions against 
the former student “to the full 
measure of the law.” 

Early said that Wayne 
County law enforcement offi¬ 
cials are awaiting Alabama’s 
completion of early court ac¬ 
tions, before they press local 
complaints here. 


2nd public hearing

The latest in a string of pub¬ 
lic hearings on commercial 
hazardous waste disposal 
wells will be held in Detroit on 
May 24, State Rep. Raymond 
Basham (D-Taylor) announced 
today. 

"We are scheduling hear¬ 
ings throughout Wayne County 
because each and every resi¬ 
dent has the potential to be im¬ 
pacted by the commercial 
hazardous waste disposal well 
that is being proposed by Envi¬ 
ronmental Disposal Systems,” 
Basham said. 

An earlier hearing was held 
in Taylor and attracted more 
than 100 citizens, he said. This 
new hearing is slated for 7 p.m. 
May 24 at the Holy Redeemer 
Church, 1721 Junction in De¬ 
troit. 

The EDS project “is similar 
to what was proposed at the 
Detroit Coke site, which De¬ 
troit Mayor Dennis Archer and

Basham added. 

In addition, Basham said, 
“the Detroit Police and Fire 
Pension Fund has been the 
primary investor in the EDS 
project, totaling over $8 mil¬ 
lion to date” 

The state representative, 
whose district also includes 
Romulus, declared “we want 
the (Detroit) pensioners to 
know what potential dangers 
their investment poses to their 
health.” 

While EDS vows their 
planned wells are safe, 
Basham warns that if they ever 
do leak their chemicals 
could poison thousands, even 
hundreds of thousands of peo¬ 
ple” in Wayne County and be¬ 
yond. 

“This hearing will give peo¬ 
ple from throughout the city of 
Detroit and all of Wayne 
County the opportunity to ex¬ 
press their concerns about the 
potentially disastrous long¬ 
term environmental damage 
that deep injection wells can

If you got kids, buckle them up! 

That’s the message that Belleville 
police Cpl. Gene Ihylor is pushing 
this month. From May 24-31, he 
and law enforcement agencies 
across the state will be stopping 
drivers whose children are not 
properly restrained in motor ve¬ 
hicles.

ENTITLED WATER AND SEWTR SYSTEM AND TO ADD AN ADOPTION 
BY REFERENCE OF THE WAYNE COUNTY SEWER USE ORDINANCE 
AND TO ADD CERTAIN NEW SECTIONS TO CRAPTER 37. 

The City of Romulus hereby ordains; 

Section 1. Section 37-4, 37-5 and 37-8 of Chapter 37 are hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

Section 37-4. Adoption of Wayne County Sewer Use Ordinance. 

The City hereby adopts by reference the Wayne County Sewer Use Ordinance num¬ 
ber 98-473. 

Section 37-5. Copies of Ordinance. 

The Clerk shall provide for printed copies of the Wayne County Sewer Use 
Ordinance No. 98-473, as amended and copies shall be available for inspfection and 
for distribution to the public at all times at a fee to be set by Council by resolution 
from time to time. 

Section 37-8. Adoption by reference of the South Huron Valley Utility 
Authority Rules and Regulations. 

The City hereby adopts, incorporates herein and makes a part of this Ordinance the 
following Articles and Sections of the South Huron Valley Utility Authority Rules 
and Regulations:

ARTICLE IV - Design and Construction Requirements for Stormwater Facilities 

ARTICLE V - Discharge of Wastewater into Public Sewers 

ARTICLE VI - Authority and Duties of Inspectors and Protection of Owners 

ARTICLE VII - Appeal Procedures 

ARTICLE VIII - Separability and Repealer Clause 

APPENDIX A - Local Discharge Limitations 

Copies of said South Huron Valley Utility Authority Rules and Regulations are 
available for public distribution at a reasonable charge from the Office of the City 
Clerk during normal office hours. 

Section 2. Sections 37-16. 37-20, 37-24. 37-25 and 37-26 of Chapter 37 are 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

Section 37-16. Definitions are amended to change “Administrative charge” 
and to change “Meter deposit” to “Meter installation charge” and to add “Sewer 
maintenance charge” as set forth below: 

Adniinisirative charge means a supervisory overhead factor imposed as a one 

(1) time charge to be established by Council by resolution from time to time for each 
water and sewer installation. 

Meter installation charge is a specified sum required to cover the cost of the 
installation of a water meter. 

Sewer maintenance service charge is a specified sum required by all cus¬ 
tomers connected to the sewer system to cover the cost of repairs and maintenance as 
necessary. 

Section 37-20. Rates and charges, billing and collection, liens and 
remedies. 

a. The rates and charges for the services and benefits provided by the water 
and sewer system shall be established by resolution of Council from time to time. 

b. The ordinary, periodic charges for water and sewer service shall be billed 
to each customer on a regular basis to be determined by the director of water and 
sewer billing.

c. All bills for water and sewer service to the user shall be paid within twen¬ 
ty-one (21) days from the postmark date of billing. For all water and/or sewer bills 
not paid during the grace period allowed for payment, a collection charge which shall 
be established by resolution of Council from time to time shall be added to each 
billing period that the bill remains unpaid. Failure to receive a bill duly issued by the 
City does not relieve the responsibility of a penalty for non-payment. 

d. Tire city shall be empowered to enforce payment of all rates and charges of 
every description for water and sewer use, installation or debt service or otherwise by 
^hutting off the water supply to the user after notice and the expiration of a twenty- 
one-day grace period. If water or sewer service is delinquent, a special service charge 
as may be established by Council by resolution from time to time, shall be imposed. 
If, after each discontinuance, services are reinstituted by any person other than city 
personnel on behalf of the city, this special service charge shall be doubled and 
assessed for each instance.

The water and sewer repayment escrow 
account shall be funded by a deposit which may be established by resolution of 
Council from time to time from each one thousand (1,000) cubic feet of water 
accounts and from each one thousand (1,000) cubic feel of sewer accounts.

Section 37-24. Water rates and charges.

In addition to water consumption charges provided 
in subsection (a)(2), a meter service charge as may be established by Council by res-» 
olution from time to time shall be charged to all customers. 

(4) Water service prior to installation of a meter. Should the city, for any rea¬ 
son, including unavailability of meters, or scheduling of installation, be unable to 
install the water or meters required for the service of a premises, a temporary connec¬ 
tion may be made, whereupon a daily charge as may be established by Council by 
resolution from lime to time, will be charged for each unit making use of the tempo¬ 
rary connection. 

(5) Connection and disconnection/reconnection charges. There shall be a 
charge for any connection, disconnection or reconnection of water facilities as may 
be established by Council from time to time by resolution. 

(6) Meter installation charge. At the time of application for tap, a service 
charge as may be determined by Council be resolution from time to time shall be 
required to cover the cost of installation of the meter. 

(7) Hydrant use charge. Permission for temporary use of the water system 
through a public fire hydrant can be obtained upon application to the water and sewer 
billing department. Hydrant meters must be used and must be obtained from the 
department of public works. Title to the meter designed for hydrant use will be 
retained by the city. At the time of application for a hydrant meter, a deposit shall be 
paid to the city treasurer to secure the maintenance, good repair and safe return of the 
hydrant meter upon conclusion of its use by the applicant. The amount of the deposit 
shall be determined by Council by resolution from time to time. Upon the safe return 
of the hydrant meter the user thereof shall be entitled to the return of the deposit less 
any outstanding indebtedness of the user to the city for water and/or sewer service. 

(8) Hydrant water consumption charges. Persons using public fire hydrants 
for private use, shall pay a water consumption charge, which charge shall be the 
same as the current water rate and the current commercial sewer rate if applicable. 

(9) Hydrant installation charge. Should the department of public works 
install the meter, a charge will be assessed as may be established by resolution of 
Council from time to time. 

(10) Hydrant use charge. Any person using one (1) or more public fire 
hydrants for private use shall pay a hydrant use charge in addition to the water con¬ 
sumption charge as may be established by resolution of Council from time to time. 

b. Unchanged 

(1) For each single-family residence constructed upon land then owned by the 
proposed occupant, a sum as may be determined from time to lime by resolution of 
Council, shall be payable at the option of the customer in one (1) lump sum at the 
time of application or divided into equal payments spread out over a twenty-five (25) 
year period. Upon the transfer in ownership, the successor owner shall pay the bal¬ 
ance of the debt service charge in full at or before the lime of closing and the entire 
debt service of every residence constructed under this section will become a lien 
upon the land. For any non-resident of the City connecting, the charge shall be 
payable at the time of application. For each single-family residence constructed as 
part of a subdivision development for the purpose of resale, the charge shall be 
payable at the lime of application. 

(2) For each single-family residence constructed as part of a subdivision or 
development or for the purpose of resale; for each unit of an apartment housing pro¬ 
ject; fqr eaclu)adan the mobile home park; for each commercial establishment in a 
shoppfn^ cemet4)f other commercial; industrial or school facility; and for each unit 
in a hotel orCli^el, any developer or owner of such residential unit, apartment unit, 
mobile home pad, commercial, industrial or educational facility, hotel or motel 
facility, including laundry units, public bathrooms, and bath units, must pay a water 
debt charge as may be established from lime to time by resolution of Council for 
each unit. 

c. Water service installation charge. Service connection from the main to 
the property line of each customer will be installed by the city at the rates estab¬ 
lished by resolution of Council from time lo lime. Charges for laps larger than two 
(2) inches shall be fixed at cost plus an administrative charge under the control of 
the director of the department of public works. 

d. Standby fire line charge. Where standby service is provided by the city 
through detector check meters or other similar devices, a monthly fire line charge as 
may be established by Council by resolution from time lo time will be charged. 

e. Meter testing charge. An amount as may be established from time to time 
by resolution of Council will be assessed for any meter tested. Should the meter 
prove to be defective, resulting in over-charge, no charge will be made to the prop¬

Section 37-25. Sewer rates and charges. 

a. Unchanged 

(1) Sewage disposal rate. The sewage disposal rale shall be determined by 
resolution of Council from time to time. 

(2) Sewage service only. For any user connected with the sanitary sewage 
disposal system who has no water connection, a special rale shall be determined by 
Council by resolution from lime to lime. 

(3) Connection and disconnection charges. There shall be a charge for any 
connection or disconnection of sewer facilities. Such charge will be computed on 
the basis of the actual cost to the city of the connection or disconnection.

In such event, the cost of engi¬ 
neering or equipment required shall be paid in advance by the proposed customer or 
user. 

(c) A sanitary sewer operated by an agency other than the city can be made 
available to the premises in question provided the necessary permits can be 
obtained from the agency. However, suqh connection was not anticipated in the 
development of the city’s sewer program or the establishment of the sewer service 
installation charge: therefore the charge for such an installation shall be in an 
amount as may be established by Council by resolution from time lo time. 

(d) Unchanged. 

(4) In those instances where, with the consent of the department of public 
works, an applicant elects to install the entire sanitary sewer house lead, from the 
sanitary sewer to the property line at his own expense, the sewer service installation 
charge may be waived and a special inspection charge as may be established by res¬ 
olution of Council from time to time shall be assessed. Council may establish from 
time lo lime by resolution sewer reconnection inspection charges. 

(c) Sewer service installation for low income residents. Upon application by 
the owner of the residence in question, the water and sewer billing department shall 
have the power lo approve that the sewer service installation charge as authorized 
in subsection (b) be paid by a down payment which may be established by Council 
by resolution from time to time and the remainder in twenty (20) equal payments 
commencing with the next regular billing. This action shall not be take until the 
water and billing department has found: 

(1) That the applicant and his dependents residing with him, do not have a 
combined average monthly gross income for the past twelve (12) months in excess 


of the amounts established by Council by resolution from time to time.

(a) For each single family residence making a three-quarter inch water con¬ 
nection the sewer debt charge shall be determined by resolution of Council from 
time to time and payable at the option of the owner in one (1) lump sum at the time 
of application or divided into equal payments spread out over a thirty (30) year 
period. Upon the transfer in ownership, the successor owner shall pay the bal¬ 
ance of the debt service charge in full at or before the time of clos¬ 
ing and the entire debt service charge of every residence construct¬ 
ed under this section will become a lien upon the land. For any 
non-resident of the city connecting the charge shall be payable at 
the time of application. For each single-family residence construct¬ 
ed as part of a subdivision or development for the purpose of 
resale, the charge shall be payable at the time of aDnlic;^tinn 

(b) The sewer debt charge, where a water meter is in excess of three-quarter 
inch, shall be payable at the time of application and shall be determined by CouiKil 
by resolution from time to time based upon the size of the water meter. 

(c) For each unit in a moter, hotel, apartment project or each pad in a mobile 
home park, there shall be a sewer debt rate charge which shall be the same as the 
sewer debt rate for a three-quarter inch water meter. 

(d) Any business, commercial or industrial unit, including schools or any 
other public facility, shall pay the large amount of either: 

1. The amount determined by the meter size in subsection (d)(1)(b); or 

2. The amount determined by multiplying the debt rate for a three-quarter 
inch water meter times the number of acres up to five (5) acres of the applicant’s 
land as herebefore defined in this article and an additional amount over five (5) 
acres which may be established by Council by resolution from time to time per acre 
thereafter. 

(2) In addition to the above-specified rates there shall be collected from 
users having any connection to the sewer lines of the sewer system, a sewer mainte¬ 
nance service charge in accordance with the following: 

(a) For any residence or business unit including commercial, industrial, 
school or other public facility, served with a three-quarter-inch water meter, here¬ 
after connected to the system, the sewer maintenance service charge shall be estab¬ 
lished from time to time by resolution of Council. 

(b) For any residence or business unit, including commercial, industrial, 
school or other public facility, served with a water meter in excess o three-quarter- 
inch size and connecting to the sewer system, the sewer maintenance service charge 
shall be an amount as shall be established from time to lime by resolution of 
Council. 

Section 37-26. Mandatory connection to available sewer service. 

Each and every residence, business, commercial enterprise, industrial facility, 
school or other public facility of every type or description hereinafter constructed 
shall be required to use the sewer services of the city if the same are available with¬ 
in one hundred (100) feet of any property line of the proposed customer or user. If 
any customer or user is or has been disposing of sewage or sanitary waste by septic 
field, private sewage treatment facility or by any other lawful means whatever, such 
customer or user shall, within one (1) year after sanitary sewer mains are installed 
by the city to any point within one hundred (100) feet of the property line of such 
existing resident, business unit, commercial unit, industrial unit, school or other 
public facility, be required to tap into such newly available sewer facility and shall 
thereby become liable to the city for any all charges as contained in this article. The 
failure, neglect or refusal of any such user of whatever type to effect connection 
within a period of one (1) year of the available of such sewer shall be a misde¬ 
meanor and in addition thereto, every such user shall immediately become liable 
upon the expiration of such one-year period for all charges and payments called for 
by the terms of this article, which charge shall become lien upon the land lo which 
such sewer service is available whether or not sewer installation actually occurs. 
Also the water service may be discontinued to such premises until such connections 
have been made. 

Section 3. Section 37-104 is hereby revoked. 

Section 4. Chapter 37 is amended to add Section 37-31, 37-32, 37-33, 37- 
34. 37-35, 37,-36. 37-37, 37-38 and 37-39 as follows: 

Section 37-31. Inaccessible meters. In cases where the meter reader is 
unable to gain access lo read a meter, a billing shall be made on the basis of con¬ 
sumption from the previous year’s billings to such customer and adjusted upon the 
billing made for the next time a reading is obtained, and in the event more than two 
consecutive billings lapse without a reading, the department shall notify the cus¬ 
tomer by mail, and failure of permanent arrangements being made satisfactory to 
the department, to read such meter, shall result in the service being discontinued in 
the same manner as provided for non-payment of bills. 

Section 37-32. Water meter obstructions. Customers or property owners 
where meters are located within the building shall not cover the meters or place 
obstructions that may prevent convenient access to the meter at any time by 
employees of the Water Department for the purpose of reading or making repairs. 

Section 37-33. Cost of meter pit or meter house. Where it is necessary lo 
set the meter in a pit, such pit shall be built at the expense of the customer as direct¬ 
ed by and to the entire satisfaction of the Director of the Department of Public 
Works or his designed. Every meter pit shall have sump pump installed at the 
expense of the customer. The sump pump shall be maintained by the customer so as 
to prevent water in the pit reaching the meter. The cost of repair or replacement of 
any meter damaged by high water in the pit shall be charged to the customer. 

Section 37-34. Deposit required by lessee. In all cases where a lease has 
been legally executed containing a provision that the lessor shall not be liable for 
payment of water bills, and an affidavit in accordance with Act No. 94 of 1933 has 
been filed with the department by the owner of the property, the department shall 
discontinue water service to such premises until there has been deposited with the 
city a sum sufficient to cover three (3) times the average bill for such premises as 
estimated by the department. Such deposit to be in no case less than fifty dollars 
($50.00). Where the water service to any premises has been terminated to enforce 
the payment of water service charges, the water service shall not be restored until 
all delinquent charges have been paid and a deposit as in the case of tenants is 
made. The owner shall give prompt notice of any cancellation, change in or termi¬ 
nation of the lease. 

Section 37-35. Tax roll. All unpaid charges for such services furnished to 
any premises plus an additional fee that may be established by Council by resolu¬ 
tion from time to ume. shall be presented to the city assessor who shall place the 
same on the next lax roll of the city. 

Section 37-36. Ordinance violations. Any person whose premises are sup¬ 
plied with water shall be deemed as having assented to the provisions of this ordi¬ 
nance. When any person violates any of the provisions of this ordinance, the depart¬ 
ment shall be empowered to disconnect or shut off the water. 

Section 37-37. Turning on water shut off by water department prohibit¬ 
ed. No person shall turn on the water from any of the water mains or pipes belong¬ 
ing to the water system of the city except for personnel acting on behalf of the city. 

SecUon 37-38. Remov al of curb box for shut off purposes. If, in the opin¬ 
ion of the Director of the Department of Public Works, it is necessary lo remove the 
curb box shut off to prevent use of water in violation of this ordinance, the 
Department of Public Works will remove the curb box forthwith and the cost of 
such removal along with the cost on reinstallation of said curb box shall be charged 
against the owner or user of the premises services by said curb box. and shall be 

paid prior to the reinstilulion of service. 

Section 37-39. Water meter repair and installation. After the expiration 
of written notification, the city shall be empowered to enforce the repair or installa¬ 
tion of a water meter by shutting off the water supply system. 

SecUon 5. Saving Clause. Nothing in this Ordinance or in the Code hereby 
adopted shall be construed to affect any suit or proceeding pending in any court or 
administrative body, or any rights acquired, or liability incurred, or any cause or 
causes of action acquired or exisung, under any Act or Ordinance hereby repealed 
by this Ordinance; nor shall any just or legal right or remedy of any character be 
lost, impaired or affected by this Ordinance. 

SecUon 6. Severability. Should any word, sentence, phrase or any portion 
of this Ordinance be held in a manner invalid by any court of competent jurisdicuon 
or by any state agency having authority to do so for any reason whatsoever, such 
holdings shall be construed and limited to such word, sentence, phrase or any por- 
Uon of the Ordinance held to be so invalid and shall no be construed as affecung the 
validity of any of the remaining words, sentences, phrases or portions of this 
Ordinance. 

Section 7. ConflicUng Ordinances. All prior exisung ordinances adopted 
by the City of Romulus inconsistent or in conflict withe the provisions of this 
Ordinance are. to the extent of such conflict or inconsistency, hereby expressly 
repealed.

Happy birthday Jerlean Talley. This 
Sunday the Inkster resident will cele¬ 
brate 100 years of living life to its fullest I 
am told the avid churchgoer, has always 
been healthy, spending only a few days 
last year in the hospital - her first over¬ 
night stay ever in a medical facility. 
But what amazes me most about Ms. Tal¬ 
ley is that even at the ripe age of 100, she 
continues to bowl regularly in a league. 

Her recipe for longevity is nothing pro¬ 
found: “Live simple. Live in modera¬ 
tion.” 

Although I have never met Jerlean, I 
have had the pleasure of becoming ac¬ 
quainted with another venerable lady 
who will be turning 90 soon. She too 
would profess to Jerlean’s recipe for life, 
and she too, projects all the vibrancy of a 
teenager 

Hazel Neel has lived in the same house 
on Second Street in the City of Wayne for 
72 yearn.

11. And to this day, if you were to drive by 
the house, you would think it is profes¬ 
sionally landscaped.

Both Jerlean and Hazel have received 
recognition from the City of Wayne this 
past year Jerlean was recognized by the 
city council in a special proclamation 
honoring her on her 100th birthday. The 
proclamation noted that Jerlean was an 
active member of the New Hope Mission¬ 
ary Church in Wayne and is the oldest cit¬ 
izen in her community, Inkster 

Hazel was recognized last year as 
Wayne Senior Citizen of the Year I can’t 
think of a senior more deserving. She 
does three times the volunteer work of 
most citizens. 

Our youth would do well to look to 
these two lovely ladies as an example of 
how to live their lives. Instead of threat¬ 
ening to blow up schools, or \Miting racist 
gi'affiti on church walls, teenagers should 
follow the lead of Jerlean and Hazel, liv¬ 
ing life simple and in moderation.

It will mean 
registering her In a new school because we live 150 
miles apart. I can handle most expenses-l’m single, 
working and no children. However, I want my niece to 
continue therapy 3 times a week. My insurance won’t 
cover her so I’ll have to pay out of pocket. It will run 
roughly $420 a month. I feel this is extremely neces¬ 
sary and equally as important as food, clothing and 
shelter. I’ll provide the latter. If you’ll help with the 
former. I’m determined to undo everything her father 
has done to her. Please help us.

Dear Miss D.: I don’t know if it’s possible to 
ever find forgiveness for the vile acts your brother- 
in-law has performed on his daughter. Over my 82 
years, I’ve found forgiveness for many acts I ini¬ 
tially found irreconcilable, but child molestation 
will never be one of them. Granted, stuff can 
happen during one’s childhood, but a parent’s role 
is to protect that child-not to be the source of the 
shame and guilt inflicted upon the child. 

It would be easier for me to understand why a 
person could commit cold-blooded murder, than It 
is for me to understand child molestation. And I 
dare say if anyone can change my mind, let them 


come forward. As for your niece. I’ll provide the 
first 3 months of therapy at $1,260. Keep me 
posted on her progress.

Actually we divorced and I got 
full custody of the boys. She’s maintained pretty good 
relations with our children, and after I die the boys will 
go to live with her. Children can be very perceptive and 
we’ve had some long talks about dying. The boys 
think I have a bad cancer. It’s better this way. Society 
still has a stigma towards AIDS, and their lives are 
painful enough. 

My intent is not self-pity, although rereading my 
letter so far smacks of the “poor me.’’ On to the 
practical. Health insurance has been pretty good in 
covering my staggering medical bills. The one finan¬ 
cial burden I’m going to leave my family will be burial 
costs. I would prefer to pre-pay my funeral but a bank 
loan is out of the question for obvious reasons. Cre¬ 
mation and a simple service can be done for about 
$2,200, including a headstone. I don’t know if asking 
you Is the right thing. I guess I’ve run out of having 
answers.

Dear Mr. B.: Something struck me about your 
request and that is there is no room for negotiat¬ 
ing. Many times I can meet an individual halfway 
or show an alternative route. Not so with death. 
Make your necessary arrangements, pre-paid, be¬ 
cause I’m sending the $2,200. I’m truly sorry your 
young life has been cut short. I also feel for your 
boys. A father is so important in molding young 
minds. May your legacy continue through them.

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Challenge to students to 
resist violence through strength 


I kept my mouth shut when 
“expert” social engineers began 
to exploit the Columbine mas¬ 
sacre. 

Instead of stepping back to an¬ 
alyze the root causes, educators, 
police, and politicians paraded 
onto Sunday morning TV shows to 
demand more authoritarian pow¬ 
ers. 

In Wayne County schools, 
pupils are now under a micro¬ 
scope. 

Students are encouraged to rat 
out each other. 

Youthful pranks^re treated 
like major crimes. 

Adults are acting as if they can 
cure our violent culture by crack¬ 
ing down on kids. 

Guess what? 

We can double the number of 
kids charged with crimes and 
weTl still have a violent culture. 

We can eliminate blood-and- 
guts video games and have no 
more peace. 

That’s because the root causes 
will still be there. 

“ These shocking incidents of 
school violence are ultimately 
rooted in the massive social 
breakdown of the Industrial Rev¬ 
olution, which disrupted the an¬ 
cient patterns of clan and commu¬ 
nity,” wrote Camilia Paglia in Sa¬ 
lon. “Our middle-class culture is 
affluent but spiritually empty. The 
attractive houses of the 
Columbine killers are mere 
shells, seething with the poisons 
of the isolated nuclear family and 
its Byzantine denials.” 

Though what Paglia says is 
true, what she says is easy to say 
but seemingly impossible to cure. 

While it’s undeniable that the 
Industrial Revolution disrupted 
the ancient patterns of clan and 
community in America (unlike in 
Japan or Catholic countries, 
where tradional values have 
held), the disruption cannot be 
easily undone. 

This is because the revolution 
has empowered adults at the ex¬ 
pense of children, and empow¬ 
ered adults, especially women 
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who have been freed from their 
roles as breeders and men who 
have risen from their roles as 
beasts of burden, wont go back 
The bam door is open. 

To many, the bmtal massacre 
of high school kids is an ugly 
trade off for almost doubling of 
Americans’ life spans in 100 

years, putting a chicken in eveiy 
pot, and a pickup in every at¬ 
tached garage. 

Nevertheless, cultural violence 
must be controlled and the con¬ 
trols must evolve through the 
whole society, not just by control¬ 
ling youth. 

How then, you may ask? 

Perhaps nobody has the an¬ 
swer, but futurist FVancis Flikuya- 
ma offers plausible optimism that 
human nature will lead us out of 
the mess. 

In the May Atlantic, Rikuyama 
writes: There is an increasing 
body of evidence coming out of 
the life sciences . . . that human 
beings are bom with pre-existing 
cognitive stmctures and age-spe¬ 
cific capabilities for learning that 
lead them naturally into society.” 

In other words, human beings 
are social animals who can learn 
to get along 

Secondly, “human mason, and 
reason’s ability to spontaneously 
generate solutions to problems of 
social cooperation.” 

Specifically, small groups have 
historically created healthy com¬ 
munities, even after violent peri¬ 
ods. For example, Victorian val¬ 
ues rose in reaction to muixlerous 
19th Century English society. As a 
result, the English murder rate 
was about cut in half 

“The essential change that 
took place was a matter of values 
rather than institutions,” FUkuya- 
ma wi'ote. “At the core of Victori¬ 


an morality was the inculcation of 
impulse control in young people . 

. . so that they would not indulge 
in pleasures like casual sex, alco¬ 
hol, and gambling” 

So it must be today 

To begin, rather than beating 
young people with school expul¬ 
sions and jail sentences, we must 
give them alternative positive val¬ 
ues instead of warehousing stu¬ 
dents, like they are in “progres¬ 
sive” (read New Age) public 
schools mn according to regula¬ 
tions from Lansing and Washing¬ 
ton. 

“We are warehousing students 
from childhood to early adult¬ 
hood, channeling them toward 
middle-class professional jobs 
that they may or may not want,” 
Paglia observes. “Today’s busy, 
busy, busy high school education 
seems to prepare young people 
for nothing” 

It’s time to challenge kids. 

Paglia suggests stripping down 
primary schools “to the bare 
bones of grammar, art, history, 
math and science... [offering] op¬ 
tional vocational and technical 
schools geared to concrete train¬ 
ing in a craft or trade [because] 
practical, skills-based knowledge 
gives students a sense of mastery, 
even if they don’t stay in that pro- 
fessioa” 

By mastering skills, instead of 
being indoctrinated with feel¬ 
good politically correct attitudes, 
students will be useful and hope¬ 
fully more fulfilled. 

With busy hands and minds, 
there will be less need to strike 
out at the world. 

Just this last weekend, I 
watched the young Whistle Stop 
Playera peifom a Greek play in 
downtown Plymouth and saw the 
Detroit Symphony Civic Orches¬ 
tra play Mendelson’s Fburth Sym¬ 
phony at Orchestra Hall. 

These children were happy 
and fulfilled without a police- 
principal state. These children 
have resisted the culture of vio¬ 
lence.

Beware of rape 
date drugs, says 
Michigan 
Wonnen’s 
Commission 

To the Editor: 

The Michigan Women’s 
Commission commends the ef¬ 
forts by the media to educate 
the public about the dangers 
of Gamma Hydroxy Butyi'ate 
(GHB) and other rape drugs. 
However, these drugs are often 
mentioned as “date” rape 
drugs, which is very mislead¬ 
ing. Victims of these un¬ 
suspecting drug-induced 
sexual assaults are frequently 
drugged by strangers or slight 
acquaintances - not in a dating 
scenario. Using the term 
‘‘date’* rape drug leads people 
to mistakenly assume there 
has been a dating relationship 
between the victim and the 
perpetrator. The correct mes¬ 
sage needs to be sent to the 
public-these are “rape drugs”. 

Important points to remem¬ 
ber are: 

• Never leave a drink unat¬ 
tended 

• Do not accept any bever¬ 
age (including soft drinks) 
from someone you do not know 

• Order bottled or canned 
beverages when possible, 
open them yourself 

• Be cautious of anyone in¬ 
quiring about drinks that you 
have not tried before, even 
health drinks. Predators often 
disguise GHB as a new health 
fad, or slip it into drinks that 
you are unfamiliar with which 
makes it more difficult to de¬ 
tect the taste of GHB. 

When Governor John Engler 
signed the legislation, in July 
of 1998, to add GHB to the list 
of Schedule I Drugs, Commis¬ 
sion members were present. 
The Michigan Women’s Com¬ 
mission has been actively dis¬ 
tributing GHB Brochures to: 
law enforcement agencies; 
middle and high schools; col-

At last Monday’s Planning 
Commission meeting, the com¬ 
mission considered a request 
for Tentative Preliminary Plat 
Approval for a single family 
residential subdivision. It was 
opposed by a group of resi¬ 


dents living in the neighbor- 
hood of the proposed 
development. This same group 
had earlier successfully op¬ 
posed special use approval by 
the City Council of a proposed 
cluster development at the 
same site by the same devel¬ 
oper. 

Objections raised included: 

1. Drainage problems in the 
area. 

2. Increased traffic. 

3. Adverse impact on the 
schools through increased nu¬ 
mber of pupils. 

4. Incompatibility with 
neighboring housing. 

5. Potential lowering of 
property values. 

6. Potential complaints from 
new residents about activities 
at the adjacent Elmer Johnson 
park. 

When I attempted to ex¬ 
plain to the audience the legal 
constraints on what the com¬ 
mission could consider, I was 
severly criticized by one of the 
residents for even speaking on 
the subject. She seemed to 
think I had given up my first 
amendment rights to free 
speech simply because I had 
been hired by the city to re¬ 
view its code of ordinances. 

Last week a joint meeting of 
the City Council, Planning 
Commission and the Board of 
Zoning Appeals are held. At 
the meeting, the city attorney 


and planning consultants out- 
hned the aspects that could 
and could not be taken into 
consideration in approving or 
disapproving proposed devel¬ 
opments, warning that disap¬ 
proval for the wrong reason(s) 
could subject the city of suc¬ 
cessful law suits by devel¬ 
opers. 

Based on that guidance, I 
believe that only two of the six 
objections raised could legally 
be considered by the commis¬ 
sion: 

1. Drainage is a legitimate 
concern that should be re¬ 
solved before the City Council 
approves the plat. 

2. Increased traffic is inevi¬ 
table from any kind of devel¬ 
opment. The only legitimate 
comparison is among the var¬ 
ious development options, not 
between no development 
versus the current proposal. 

3. Any increase in popula¬ 
tion will obviously impact the 
schools. However, the schools, 
as a separate government en¬ 
tity, must cope with whatever 
development occurs. Iron¬ 
ically, the city and schools are 
currently engaged in a plan to 
lower homestead taxes to en¬ 
courage residential develop¬ 
ment. 

4. By definition, a develop¬ 
ment that complies with cur¬ 
rent zoning requirements is 
not incompatible. Only when a 


zoning variance or zoning 
change is requested does that 
question arise. 

5. It is not the function of 
government to guarantee prop¬ 
erty values. I would think 
those who are contemplating 
selling their property are the 
only ones it might impact in- 
favorably if surrounding prop¬ 
erty values go down (an 
unlikely prospect in the cur¬ 
rent real estate market). 

6. Certainly, new residents 
will be aware of the existence 
of an adjacent park. They 
should be informed of the ac¬ 
tivities at the park, e.g. late 
softball games and the annual 
firewords display. However, 
anyone moving into an existing 
situation really has no stand¬ 
ing to complain or try to make 
changes. 

Contrary to what we hear 
and read daily, this country is 
not a democracy. Our founding 
fathers gave us a constitu¬ 
tional republic, and for good 
reason. In a democracy, a tem¬ 
porary majority can vote away 
the rights of a minority. Our 
consitituion recognized that 
only the people (individually) 
have rights and the govern¬ 
ment was given limited dele¬ 
gated powers to protect those 
rights. Those rights were not 
granted by government. They 
were given by our creator, as 
stated in the Declaration of In¬ 


dependence. 

Developers have the same 
constitutional rights as all of 
us. When a government body 
bows to the “popular” will and 
vilates those rights, we are 
well on the way to becoming 
that “democracy” which our 
founding fathers wisely 
shunned as a “mobocracy”, the 
worst form of government.

cases, report them to proper 
authorities. 

She also asks local authori¬ 
ties be required to follow-up 
on such incidents for a period 
of time. 

“Obviously this will require 
additional personnel at the lo¬ 
cal level, but what price can be 
placed on a child’s life,” she 
asks. 

“Not all child abuse can be 
avoided,” Garber stresses, but

I am not sure if the citizens 
think the fire departments 
have nothing to do, or if the 
residents just want to chal¬ 
lenge the city fathers. 

I would like to assure the 
residents of any community 
your fire department is busy, 
maybe more so than most resi¬ 
dents think, yes there are fires, 
which at times destroy dwell¬ 
ings and buildings. The nu¬ 
mber of medical runs in any 
community just keep rising, re¬ 
quiring more time and service 
from your fire departments, 
who offer much better service 
than private ambulance com¬ 
panies. 

Two weeks ago in Westland, 
there was a major fire in an 
apartment building, the fire 
took place near a Westland 
Fire Station, because fire 
fighters were just seconds 
away and could respond to of¬ 
fer help, persons were rescued 
by fire department ladder 
trucks from the fire unhurt. If 
this is the only live saved by a 
fire department this year, they 
did there job, but many more 
lives will also be saved by the 
fire departments, and the de¬ 
partments have to have the 
equipment to perform the 
proper job. 

The residents of the south 
east section of Westland, don’t 
fight the Westland Fire De¬ 
partment and the city fathers 
on the location of a new fire 
station, let the city of Westland 
constuct the new fire station 
and let the fire department put 
the building where they want 
it. The fire department knows 
the best location to serve the 
citizens to the best. This new 
station in the south side of 
Westland can only be of a help 
to the public safety in West- 
land. 

If I were a resident of Ro¬ 
mulus, I would demand a full 
time fire department.

The Michigan Professional 
Fire Fighters Union is a state 
organization a branch of the 
International Association of 
Fire Fighters. And a fire de¬ 
partment has to have full time 
fire fighters to become repre¬ 
sentative by the lAFF or 1, 
MPFF. The fire unions are not 
busting volunteer fire depart¬ 
ments.

Inkster twins aboard ship 


While the crew aboard the 
USS Thorn thought they were 
seeing double briefly this 
spring - they have been re¬ 
lieved to find out their vision 
isn’t faulty it’s just that a twin 
brother has joined his mate 
aboard the flagship. 

“It is definitely great to be 
here,” Roland Bleau of Inkster 
declared recently. ‘‘I was 
pretty suiprised when my de- 
tailer said I could come to 
Thorn, not only because my 
brother (Ronald) is here, but 
because it was exactly the kind 
of ship I was looking for.” 

The twin sons of Marvin and 
Lois Bleau of Inkster, thus be¬ 
gan serving together for the 
third time since their naval ca¬ 
reers began back in 1981. 

Ronald has been part’ of 
Thorn’s Supply Department 
since July 1996, while his 
brother reported during the 
ship’s recent port visit to Tri¬ 
este, Italy. 

Traditionally known as the 
workhorses of the U.S. Navy, 
destroyers like the Thorn de¬ 
fend battle groups against 
threats from land, sea and air. 

Equipped with advanced so- 
nor systems and torpedoes, the 
ship’s primary role when de¬ 
ployed is to protect battle 
groups from undersea attacks. 

While the months aboard 
the Thorn together will be 


brief, they say “the time to¬ 
gether will provide lasting 
memories.” 

“Being stationed together is 
always great,” Ronald said, 
“what is really funny is watch¬ 
ing how people react to us. 

“I have been on board for 
almost four years, so now when 
people see my brother they 
look and have to stop and think 
about it for a few minutes,” 
Ronald added. 

The Bleau brothers joined 
the U.S. Navy after graduating 
from Cherry Hill High School 
in 1981. 


“I was in the Delayed Entry 
Program, while I was in high 
school,” Ronald said, ‘Vhile 
my brother entered the De¬ 
layed Entry Program a year 
later. But we went to boot 
camp together in the Great 
Lakes.” 

Ronald declared “we joined 
the Navy to see the world...and 
as a side benefit, we have seen 
it together.” 

The Thorn is currently the 
flagship for the commander of 
Standing Naval Force Mediter¬ 
ranean, Rear Adm. David M. 
Stone.

Deb Richards is bringing the 
world to your community-one 
person at a time.

Mural or ocean view?

Young homeowners are look¬ 
ing for alternatives to tradi¬ 
tional wallpaper. They are in¬ 
creasingly optii^ for wall murals 
and faux painting, making these 
two bright spots in the sagging 
wall-covering industry 

Younger consumers see faux 
painting and wall murals as a con¬ 
temporary option to wallpaper 
and a chance to improve their 
scenery For example, an ocean 
view could distract Canton home- 
owners from Fbrd Road or West- 
land residents from the 160-foot 
cellular tower proposed for the 
municipal golf course. 

They are also dealing with se¬ 
vere constraints on their time, 
and view the installation of wall¬ 
paper as a difficult and lengthy 
choice that does not fit into their 
busy lives. 

“Wall murals and faux painting 
could be a long-term trend,” says 
Karen Raugust of Minneapolis- 
based Raugust Communications, 
a writer and consultant specializ¬ 
ing in consumer products and 
business trends. “As more and 
more consumers become aware 
of wall murals, they are likely to 
start to considering them when 
decorating” 

Increased consumer aware¬ 
ness is being driven by the use of 
wall murals in highly visible loca¬ 
tions, such as in hotels and for 
sets of television programs and 
films.

“They not only add at¬ 
mosphere, but they give a room a 
real sense of expanded space, 
making the room feel larger,” he 
continues. 

Environmental Graphics’ sales 
increased 30% in 1998 and are up 
an additional 30% so far this year 
This is in sharp contrast to the 
wall-coverings industry overall.

In fact, sales of wall 
coverings have been dropping 
since 1994, when they peaked at
